If raspberry, blackberry, dewberry, 
and Boysenberry pruning wa* not 
completed soon after the fruits were 
harvested, 
the 
work 
should 
be 
finished at once. Cut out the old or 
bearing canes at the bast, remove 
them carefully so the new canes will 
not be injured, and burn them to 
eradicate borers. Then spray the 
new canes liberally with 2,v-5-50 or 
3-5-50 Bordeaux mixture. 
Usually tall new canes of black­ 
berries and black and purple rasp­ 
berries should be pinched back by 
removing the tip. This operation 
promotes lower and bushier plants 
of maximum berry producing ability. 
New vines of dewberries are al­ 
lowed to run on the ground after 
old vines are pruned out. These are 
not tied up to their supports until 
late February or in time to apply 
a dormant spray of lime-sulphur 
before growth starts. 
If the organic matter supply of 
the soil in bramble plantings is 
diminishing, lightly stir the surface 
between the rows and sow winter 
rye or a mixture of rye and vetch 
any time from late August until 
late September. Tile green manure 
crop will protect sails from eroding 
over winter and when turned under 
after growth resumes in the spring 
will greatly improve and mellow the 
soil. If the humus supply is kept 


ample by this method, bramble plan­ 
tations will continue highly pro­ 
ductive for many years. 
Small plantings, where use of 
green crops is not practicable, may 
be given a liberal application of 
barnyard manure between the rows 
any tfme before winter to gain a 
similar end. 
Farmers and gardeners who have 
been hesitating to start bramble 
fruits because the Japanese beetle 
takes so heavy a toll from these

AUTO WORKERS 
TO GET RAISE 


Washington, Aug. 27 
-The gov­ 
ernment’s new cost of living index, 
issued Friday, was up only a fraction 
but it was enough to mean a one 
cent an hour pay boost for nearly 
1,000,000 auto workers.
